ed as a private and form al arm y 
declaration of w ar on China. 
The Chinese offensive plans and 
the Japanese declaration w ere re­ 
garded as tw o of the m ost im ­ 
p o rta n t developm ents since fight­ 
ing broke out in the Peiping area 
Ju ly 7.
